Size and quality of bud and length 
of stems were among the principal 
considerations. Appearance of the 
plants and foliage, their freedom from 
mildew or insects, and the character 
of the trimming was regarded as an- 
other important factor. Neatness of 
the garden, artistic appearance, and 
the general quality of the collection 
‘were the other points considered. 

Probably fifty gardens that were cn- 
tered in the contest are larger than 
that of Mr. Bemus, but he has a 
. splendid collection large enough to 

enable the committee to judge his 
place accurately on points. His gar- 
den is neatly arranged with the soil 
and plants in practically perfect con- 
@ition. By disbudding and treating 
his plants carefully and properly he 
secured better blooms and longer 
stems than any of the others. In ar- 
tistic effect he was excelled by several 
others, but judged strictly as a rose 
garden his was many points higher 
than the nearest competitor. Mr. 
Bemus'’s garden is not lacking in ar- 
tistic beauty, either, for he has one 
of the most beautifully arranged Ce- 
cile Brunner trellises seen by the com- 


rian’s viewpoint. In many of them 
the blooms were allowed to come hap- 
hazaré. Fallure to disbud and prop- 
erly trim the plants had sacrificed 
length of stem as well as size and

Mre. Bradley's garden, awarded 
fifth prise, was the smallest garden 
considered by the judges... At the in- 
ception of the contest it was stated 
that the size of gardens would not he 
regarded as an important considera- 
tion. The judges have adhered to th 
rule and awarded a prise to Mrs. 
Bradiey, not becatse her garden is 
large, but because the excellence of 
the plants and blooms gave it high 
ranking on points. 

As an artistic garden of real merit 
that of Alfred Braun has few equals in 
Southern California. He has fewer 
varieties than some of the contestants 
and has not made special effort to se- 
cure exhibition blooms. His climbing 
varieties, notably Madame Caroline 
Testout, are superb and leave little to 
be desired in roses of that descrip- 
tien. Another garden of remarkably 
beautiful artistic effect is that of A. 
Genserney. Mr. Senserney has 
worked hard and to good effect in 
creating a beautiful rose garden, but 
he has been handicapped by not hav- 
ing an up-to-date collection of high- 
class plants. 


MORE ROSES AND BETTER. 

For the purpose of encouraging the 
people to produce more roses and bet- 
ter roses in Southern California The 
Times gave away 80,000 choice rose 
bushes about a year ago, about the 
same time that it announced that 
prises would be given for the best rose 
gardens. Probably none of the recip- 
‘ents of Times roses has secured bet- 
ter results than Mra C. W. Stevens, 
Ne. 1111% Westiake avenue. 

These six rose bushes are the only 
ones Mra. Stevens ever had, but she 
has tended them with such loving 
care that they have grown sturdily 
and bloomed beautifully. The judges, 
believing that such successful efforts 
under adverse conditions should be 
recognized, have decided to award 
Mrs. Stevens a special prize of six 
cose bushes. 

Another special prize of six rose 
bushes has been awarded to K. H. 
Campbell, No. 1918 Darwin avenue. 
Mr. Campbell's roses did not rank

THOUSANDS PAY HOMAGE 
AT SHRINE OF ROSES. 


Magnificent Display of 


Five Hundred Varieties 


Entered in the Great “Times” Ezhibit Draws Ad- 
mirers by the Hundred—Prizes are Awarded to Happy 
Winners in Succéssful Gar den Contest. 


and her praises sung by thous- 

ands of delighted spectators 
when scores of amateur rose growers 
exhibited the choicest blooms’ from 
their gardens Wednesday afternoon 
and evening on the second floor of 
the Times Bullding. 

It was the culmination of The Times 
Rose Garden Contest, in which 25606 
Southern California gardens were en- 
tered and $450 in prizes was awarded 
to those of greatest merit. The show 
was an exhibit of cut roses exclusively 
and as such was declared to be the 
biggest. and best ever held in Los 
Angeles. The beautiful blooms ar- 
ranged on long rows of tables were 
admired by several thousand people 
who taxed the capacity of the big as- 
sembly room from noon until late in 
the evening. 

It was a magnificent demonstration 
of the flower-producing possibilities of 
Southern California and the beauty- 
loving character of her people. 
show was held at the request of ama- 
teur rose growers who entered in The 
Times contest and was conducted by 
them. There were nearly 100 exhibi- 
tors and fully 600 different varieties 
of roses were shown. Many were 
amazed that such a glorious display 
could be made at a time whép weather 
conditions have been very unfavorable 
and when practically every garden has 
had 75 per cent. of its blossoms de- 
stroyed. 

Exhibitors began to arrive early in 
the ferenoon and were kept busy un- 
til neon arranging their roses in vases 
and baskets. Twenty large tables and 
300 vases had been provided, but these 
were all used early in the forenoon 
and roses kept pouring in. Another 
room was thrown open and more 
tables and vases procured, and at 
noon the show had assumed greater 
proportions and more entrancing 
beauty than any of the exhibitors had 
expected. 

Within ten minutes after the show 
was thrown open to the public at noon 
there were several hundred people in 
the room and visitors came and went 
in a steady stream from that time un- 
til after 10 o’cleck at night. 

PRIZES AWARDED. 

At 2 o'clock the prizes were award- 
ed to the winners by E. N. Martin, on 
behalf of The Times. Mr. Martin 
congratulated the exhibitors on the 
remarkable success of their show and 
predicted that, with the spirit shown 
bw the rose growers there, Southern 
California would become the greatest 
rose-producing vegion in the world. 

“When The Times gave away 80,000 
fine rose bushes a year ago,” he 
said. “and later offered prizes for the 
best rose gardens, it was impelled by 
a desire to help the people of South- 
ern California grow more roses and 
better roses.

Senator Root Tells of the Suspicion 
of the United States Among the 
South American People. 
{Pittsburgh Chronicle-Telegraph:] 
Courtesy has long been recognized as 
a valuable business asset, and we 
think it is quite possible to assert 
that American business men are cour- 
teous to their customers as a rule, 
just as they insist on courtesy being 
shown to customers by the salespeople 
in their employ. Possibly there is 
room for improvement in this regard 
in the method of dealing with Latin 
Americans. 

Former United States Senator Elihu 
Root thinks there is. He. contrasted 
the business manners of the South 
Americans with the manners of the 


North Americans in an address at a 
luncheon of the Pan-American Society 
in New York City, given in honor 
of another former Senator, Theodore 
Burton of Ohlo, on the eve of the 
latter’s departure to South America 
for the purpose of improving trade 
relations and cultivating the good will 


Mr. Root did not intimate that Mr. 
Burton was in need of his advice, for 
the distinguished citizen of Ohio is a 
suave and polished gentleman, but he 
was speaking ly. He asserted 
that the methods of the business men 
of this country, when dealing with 
Latin Americans, were inclined to be 
“forceful and brusque,” and that 
“sometimes those methods went to the 
verge of bad manners.”

IN JAIL BUT OUT. | 


Man Granted Parola is Held to be 
Serving Sentence Same as if Still 
Confined. 

Unitei States Commissioner Wil- 
liams yesterday granted Franklin C. 
Chase a certificate showing that he 
had served his term of ten years in 
the Federal penitentiary at McNeil’s 
Island, and also that he was entitled 
to be discharged from custedy instead 
of serving an additional thirty days on 
his failure to pay the fine of $100 im- 
posed by United States District Judge 
C. H. Hanford at Seattle, May 1, 1908. 

Chase was convicted of having 
counterfeit money in his possession, 
and sentenced by Judge Hanford to 
ten years at McNeil's, with a fine of 
$100, the prisoner to remain in 
prison until the fine wag paid. Under 
the law, if Chase had remained in 
prison until the close of his term;)-he 
might have served an additional thir- 
ty days, and after-taking what is 
known a8 @ pauper’s oath, be dis- 
charged 


In September, 1913, Chase was pa- 
roled. He has been at liberty ever 
since, living herem ainly. An order 
signed by the warden of the Federal 
penitentiary declared that Chase's 
term, with a good time allowance. 
had expired on April 6 last and that 
he would be entitied to a discharge 
on May 6. when the additional thirty 
days would have been completed.
